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TENTATIVE MARKETING AGREEMENT FOR SOUTHEASTERN __ 


NEW ENGLAND MARKETS 


PROPOSED AGREEMENT RELATING TO MILK MARKETING FOR THE SOUTHEASTERN NEW 
ENGLAND MARKETS DRAFTED BY LOCAL DAIRYMENS! CO-OPERATIVE ASSOCIATION, 
INC., PROVIDENCE, FALL RIVER MILK PRODUCERS ASSOCIATION, INC., AND NEW 
BEDFORD MILK PRODUCERS! ASSOCIATION, INC., AND CERTAIN DISTRIBUTORS 
DOING BUSINESS WITH THEM, WITH APPLICATION FOR HARING BEFORE THE 
SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE. 


As used in this agreement, the following words and phrases shall be 
defined as follows: 


(a) "Contracting Producers" means Local Dairymens! Co-opera- 
tive Association, Inc., Fall River Milk Producers! Asso- 
ciation, Inc., New Bedford Milk Producers! Association, 
Inc., and such associations of producers and producers 
of "Regulated Milk" sold or consumed in any "Specified 
Market" as may at any time become parties signatory to 
this agreement. 


(b) "Contracting Distributors" means all distributors and all 
processors of "Regulated Milk" as may become parties 
Signatory to this agreement, according to the terms thereof. 


(c) "Appurtenant Milk Shed" means the farms of producers of 
milk distributed in each Specified Market, as set forth 
in Exhibit A. 


(d) "Specified Markets" means the cities of Providence, New 
Bedford, Fall River and the other cities, towns and town- 
ships listed in Exhibit B. 


(3) "Regulated Milk" means such fluid milk, surplus milk, 
fluid cream, and such other fluid derivatives of milk as 
are produced in an Appurtenant Milk Shed and sold by 
Contracting Producers in the Specified Market to which 
such milk shed is appurtenant, or are ordinarily avail- 
able to them for such sale. 


(tf) "Fluid Regulated Milk" means milk, but not cream, sold 
in its fluid form by Contracting Producers in any 
Specified Market. 


(zg) "Surplus Regulated Milk" means all other Regulated Milk, 
other than fluid cream and other fluid derivatives, pur- 
chased by Contracting Distributors.

(h) "Director" means the milk director appointed in the manner 
and having the duties hereinafter provided. 


(i) "Secretary" means the Secretary or icting Secretary of .gri- 
culture of the United States. 


(j) "Act" means the sfricultural Adjustment ict approved jay 12, 
1933 as amended, 


The parties to this agreement are the Contracting Troducers, the 
Contracting Distributors, and the Secretary. 


WHERZAS pursuant to the Act, the parties hereto, for the purpose of 
correcting the conditions nov obtaining in the marketing of milk in the 
opecified Markets desire to enter into a marketing agreement under the 
provisions of Section 8 (2) of the act; and 


WHEREAS Local Dairymens' Co-operative association, Inc., Fall River 
Milk Producers Association, Inc., and New 3edford t-ilk Producers’ Associa- 
tion, Inc., market more tan 75% of the milk marketed in the Specified 
Varkets and represent that they have corporate power and authority to 
enter into this acreement; and 


WHEREAS distributors distributing more than 75, of the milk marketed 
in the Specified larkets, have signified their intention and desire to 
become Contracting Distributors; and 


WHIRZAS the Contracting Producers and the Contracting Distributors 
desire to provide for a Milk Director and a Board of Arbitration to perform 
certain duties relative to the orderly production and distrittion of milk 
in the Specified Markets; and 


SHEREZAS the markcting of milk in the Specified Markets and the dis- 
tribution thereof affect end cnter into both the current of interstate 
commerce and the current of intrastate commerce, which are inextricably 
intermingled; 


NOw THERsFORE, in consideration of the premises, the parties hereto 
agree as follows: 


1. The prices at which cegulated Milk shall be sold by Contracting 
Producers in any Specified i'arket and/or purchased by Contractin: Distribu- 
tors in such market shall be F.0.2. dealer*s platform and not less than 
those set forth for the particular Specified larket in Ixhibit © which is 
attached heroto and mace a part hareot, exccpt tht in so far as Contracting 
Producers shall sell Rezulated Milk other than in its ray state, they shall 
make such sales as Contractin* Distributors and at not less than the prices 
set forth in #xhibit E below referred to for the narticular Specified Market 
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and for the grade of milk und type of sale in question, end shall, if an 
association, account to its merbers for such regulated Lilk in its raw 
state (as distinguished from any compensation for the processing thereof) 
at not less than tho prices set forth in =xhibit C for the particular 
Specified iiarket and in the manner set forth in paragraph 4 below. The 
prices set forth in ixhibit C may be changed from time to time by the 
Director, provided, hovcver, that such price changes shall become effective 
only upon the written approval of the Secretary. 


&e The iarketing Plan, is attached hereto and made part hereof,. 
and marked “¢xhibit D. Such Plan may be modified by agresment between the 
contracting’ producers and the contracting Cistributors with the approval 
of the Director, prwided that any such modification shall becone =ffective 
only upon the vritten approval of the Secretary. 


4. The vholesal« and retail prices at which Repulated 1ilk and 
other cream from sources outside any of the Appurtonent Pilk Sheds shall 
be resold by the Contracting Distributors in any Specified tarket, shell 
be not less than those Gefineée and set forth for the particular Specified 
Market in sxhibit & which is attached hsreto and rude a part hcreof, The 
prices set forth in ixhibit » may be changed by agreenent between the 
contracting producers and contracting distributors with the approval of 
the Director, provided that such price changes shall become effective 
only upon the written approval of the Secretary. 


4, (a) Payment for Regulated 'ilk by each Contracting Distributor 
ho pays the prices set forth in exhibit C shall be made to its procucers 
or associations of producers for periods cnding semie-monthly on the 15th 
and last days of each month, and shall be made not later than 10 days 
after the close of each period. 


(>) The Director shall compute the amount of such vrayments due 
by each such Contracting Distributor to each of its prvducers (or assoc ia- 
tions of producers in so far as the Contracting Distributor shall make 
payment to such association) in accordance with the principles set forth in 
ixhibit _D and shall communicate the results of such computation to the 
Contracting Distributor in sufficient time for such Distributor to make 
payment as aforesaid. The Directae shall at the same time notify such 
Distributor of the amount by which the total of the foregoine payments 
shall exceed or be less than the total amount due by such Distributor vor 
Regulated Milk. Such Distributor shall make the foregoing payments in the 
amounts computed by the Director, deducting and payins over to the various 
procucer associations the amounts suthorized by parasraph 5 below and dee 
ducting and paying over to the Director tho amounts suthorized by paragraph 
5 below and required by paragraph 9 (da) below, if any. In case the fore- 
going payments shall be less than the total amount due by such Distributors 
for tegulated i.ilk, such Distributor shall at the tire of making the fore- 
eoing payments pay over to the Director the amount of such difference as 
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specified by the Director, The Director shall, as soon as reasonably 
practicable, distributeamonz such Contracting Distributors whose said pay- 
ments have exceeded the total emount due by them for Regulated ilk the 
payments so received by the Director pro rata in accordence with the amount 
of such excess payments as specified by the Director, 


(c) In such eases “here such payments are made to associations 
oO” producers, such associations shall pay their individwl producers in 
accordance with the principles set forth in uxhibit D. 


Se The Contracting Distributors agree that they will deduct from 
amounts otherwise payable for Regulated ::ilk such dues and assessments 
from producers vho are members of the Local bairymens' Co-operative ‘‘ssocia- 
tion, Inc., Fall iver }ilk Producers? association, Inc., New Bedford lilk 
Producers’ Associetion, Ine. and other producer organizations sisnatory 
to this agreement as such associations may from time to time in vritine 
direct, end pay the same to said respective associations simul tuncously 
with making payment to producers as aforesaid. Contracting Distributors 
also agree thut they will not purchase segulated iiilk from any producer not 
a merber of said associations unless such producer shall authorize the 
purchasing Contracting Distributor to deduct ana pay over to the Director 
the same amount per hundred-weisht of Regulated Milk purchased which the 
members of the association controlling the largest volume of Regulated i’ilk 
in the particular Specifiediiarket are then authorizing the Contracting 
Distributor to pay over to such association on behalf of its members; and 
such purchasing Contracting Distributor shall Simultancously vith making 
payment for ‘tegulated lilk as aforesaid pay over the sums so deducted to 
the Director. The Contracting Distributors further agree that they will 
not purchase Regulated [ilk from any producer who isa member of any such 
association unless such producer authorizes the purchasing Contracting 
Distributor to deduct and pay over to the Director the amount, if any, by 
which the dues and assessments of the association of Thich such praducer 
is a member shall be less per hundred=\icicht than the ducs and assessments 
paid by merbers of the association controlling the largest volume of milk 
in the particular Specified larket; and such purchasing Contractins Dis- 
tributor shall simult- neously with making payment to the pra ucer for 
Regulated iilk as aforesaid, pay over the sums so deducted to the Director. 
The sums so paid to the Director shall be kept as a seperate fund by the 
Director for the purpose of securing to the said producers from whom such 
sums have been deducted, advertisin , education.1, credit loss and other 
benefits similar to those which are secured by the members of said associa- 
tions by virtue of their like payments to their respective associations, 
The Director shall disburse such funds only with the epproval of the 
Secretary. 


6. «All producers whose farms have been inspected by the State of 
thode Island, by the city of Fall River, by the city of New Bedford, and by 
any municipal jurisdiction where the municipality desires such inspection, 
so that the milk from their farms shall be sualified for sale in the parti- 
cular Specified larket and the sale thereof shall not be prohibited by the 
health las and ordinances applicable to the particular Specified Market, 
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shall, as heretofore, be pormitted as far as marketing conditions may allow 
to become members of the Local Dairymens' Co-operative association, Inc., 
Fall River i.ilk Producers? association, Inc., New Bedford Milk Producers? 
Association, Inc. or any other producer association signatory to this agree- 
mont on an ejual basis with existing members similarly circumstanced,. 


72 The Rules of Fair Practices set forth in sxhibit F which is 
attached hereto and made a part hereof, shall be the Rules of Fair Practices 
for the Specified Markets, Such Rules may be modified by agreement between 
the contracting producers and the contracting distributors with the approval 
of the Director, provided that any such inovification shall become effective 
only upon the written approval of the Secretary. 


8. The standards governing the praduction, rcceivins, transportation, 
processing, bottling end distribution of Fluid Wegulated Milk shall be that 
required by the lavs and rerulations of the states and the ordinances, rules 
and regulations of municipalities where it is produced and where it is sold 
and by the standard of quality of the particular Contracting Distributor to 
whom the milk is sold (approved in case of dispute by the Director). 


9. (a) The parties agree that they will name a person satisfactory 
to the Sccretary to act as Director Curing the period of this agreement. 
Such Director, or any successor, may be removed by a writing or writings 
delivered to him and signed by Contracting Pro ucers handlinzs at least 80% 
of the Fluid Regulated ilk and by at least 30° of all Contracting Distri- 
butors including Contracting Distributors handling at least 503 of the 
Fluid Remulated 17ilk. In case of any vacancy in the office of Director, 

a successor shall be appointed by a writing or writines delivered to the 
Secretary and signed (a) by Contracting Producers hancling at least 803 of 
the *luid tegulated !ilk and (b) by at least 702 of all Contracting Distri- 
butors, including Contracting Distributors handling at least 50% of the 
Fluid Refulated Milk. In case of failure so to appoint a successor within 
ten days, the Board of arbitration shell make such appointment, and in case 
the Board of Arbitration shill fail to make such appointment within a fur- 
ther peviod of ten duys, the Secretury may make such appointment, Nothing 
contained in this agreement shall, ho.ever, be construcd to constitute the 
Director or any person acting under his authority the agent or representa- 
tive of the Secretary. 


(b) Zach Contracting Producer and each Contracting Distributor 
agrees to refer to the Director any disputes whatsoever arising under this 
agreement, any of its exhibits, @ othervise in connection with the produc- 
tion and distribution of milk for any Specified larket, and, subject to appeal 
to the Board of surbitration as hereinafter provided and to the pover of the 
secretary hercinafter referred to; all action by the Director shall be final 
and binding upon the Contracting Producers ana Contracting Distributors. 


(c) The Director shall have power to employ such assistants, 
clerks, accountents, and counsel as he may deem necessary in the performance 
of his cuties. 


(d) The compensation and disbursements of the Director shall not 
exceed eg per ewt. of lluid tezulated )ilk, The amount necessary to be 
deducted from time to time shall be approved by Contractine Producers 
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handling at least 80% of Fluid Regulated Milk shall be paid monthly, one- 
half by the Contracting Producers and one-half by the Contracting Distribu- 
tors pro rata in accordance with the amount of Fluid Regulated lilk handled 
by each, the share payable by the Contracting Producers shall be deducted 
by the Contracting Distributors fran the amounts otherwise due to Contract- 
ing Producers and the amount so deducted together with the portion payable 
by the Contracting Distributors shall be paid to the Director. The Direc- 
tor shall account semi-annually to the parties hereto for the amounts re- 
ceived by him hereunder, 


(e) The Contracting Producers and the Contracting Distributors 
shall severally maintain systems of accounting necessary to permit the 
Director or his agents or accountats to obtain the informtion required by 
him for the proper performance of his dutics hereunder, and their respective 
books and records shall be subject to examinetion by the Director during 
usual hours of business, and they shall severally from time to time furnish 
the Director in accordance vith the forme to be prescribed by him or sup- 
plied by the Secretary, such information as the Director may re>uest. The 
information obtained by the Director shall, except for the Secretary, be 
kept by him as confidential; except that the Director shall upon request 
furnish any Contracting Producer or any Contracting Distributor with an 
‘unitemized statement of the total purchases of ‘esulated 1 ilk and total 
snles of Fluid Regulated iilk for any accounting period, and shall furnish 
each such producer and distributor with a copy of the information obtained 
from the books of such producer and distributor upon “hich his particular 
payments are based, 


(f) The Director shall monthly report to the Secretary the 
results of his audit and shall furnish the Secretary with such further 
information as the Secretsry may from time to time request. 


10. (a) «All action by the Director shell be subject to appeal to 
the Board of Arbitration by any Contractins Troducer or any Contracting 
Distributor; provided that if prior to or during proceedings before said 
Board the Secretary shall act in the premises, the risht of appeal or the 
proceedings shall terminate. 


(b>) The initial Board of irbitration shall consist of three 
members; one member shall be appointed by the Contracting Producers handling 
at least 80, of the Fluid xepulated ?-ilk; one member shall be appointed by 
at least 70; of all Contracting Distributors, including Contracting Distri- 
butors handling at lest 50% of the Fluid Yesulated iilk. The two arbitra- 
tors so appointed shall choose a third arbitrator. all appointments shall 
be in writing or tritings delivered to the Director and the secretary. 
Parties appointing arbitrators as aforesaid shall have pover to appoint in 
the seme manner alternates who shall serv: in case of the failure or inabilit 
of the principal arbitrators to serve, and shall have power so to appoint 
successor arbitrators und elternates. In the same manner such parties 
may remove their respective arbitrator, alternatc or successor, Dp nN Rs) 
any reason a vacancy shull exist in the office of arbitrator for a period 
of more than ten days, the Secretary may fill such vacancy, but nothing con- 
tained in this asreemcnt shall be construed to constitute the Board of 
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Arbitration or any member thercof the agent or representative of the 
secretary. 


(c) The decision of a rajority of the Board of .rbitration shall 
be final and conclusive and shall be effectiveas of the date specified in 
the avard, subject always to the power of the Secretary hercinafter referred 
to. The Soard of arbitration shall heve po..er to establish rules governing 
the taking of appe.ls and the procedure before the Board. Pending an award 
by the Board of Arbitration, the operation of the approval, decision, rule, 
regulation, or othor action of the virector appcaled from shall, except in 
cases where the Secretary shall have acted in the premises, as above provided, 
be suspended. 


(da) The Board of rbitration shall have power to allocate costs 
not to exceed $100.00 (including reasonable compensation to the arbitrators, 
for time actually devoted) orovided, however, that the per diem compensation 
of each arbitrator shall not exceed $25.00, among euch of the Contracting 
Producers and the Contracting Distributors as in the judgement of the Board 
shall be affected by the avard, in such manner as the Board shall consider 
just and equitable. iach Contracting Froducer and each Contracting Distribu- 
tor will pay to the Director for the account of the Board, all costs so 
assessed upon each respectively, forthrith upon notice of the amount thereof, 
and will upon request of the “irector pay to him for the account of the Board, 
his pro rata share (determined on the basis above set forth for detcrmining 
the payment of the compensation and disbursements of the Director) of a 
minimum payment of $25.00 per month to cach of the merbers of the Board of 
Arbitration. 


11. whenever as to each other New Sngland ‘arkot (other than the 
Greater Boston .arkct) the Contracting Froducers and the Contracting Distri- 
butors handling 70% of the volume of Fluid “Yegulated lilk shall decide that 
marketing milk for such other merket '.ill be beneficial both for the “Speci- 
fied liarkets" and for such other market they shall suggest that such market 
be added to the "Specified larkets"” included under the terms of this agrec- 
ment. The Director shall transmit this suggestion to the Secretary, and if 
the Secretary shall decide that the declared policy of the act may be carried 
out by adding such other market to the Specified larkets, he shall notify the 
Contracting Producers and the Contracting Distributors of the addition of suct 
other market under the terms and conditions of this agreement. iA schedule 
of prices to producers and of resale prices, ond particular provisions in the 
Varketing Plan for such rerket may be added to the wxhibits hereto attached. 
Thereupon the milk and derivatives Qistributed in such market shall becare 
Regulated iJilk, and all the provisions of this agreement shall apply to such 
markete 


12. In addition to the necessary approvals by the Secretary above 
set forth, all action by the Director ana the Board of Arbitration shall be 
subject to reversal, modification, and review by the Secretary whenever from 
time to time he shall desire. The Board of arbitration shall submit to the 
Secretary such informetion as the Secretary shall from time to time reguest. 


13, All notices, other than notices by or to the Secretary, by or 
to Contracting Producers and Contracting Distributors, the Director and the 
Board of Arbitration shall be properly delivered rhen mailed, postage prepaid, 
to the last and usual kno*n address of the recipient.

14 This agreement shall become effective at such time as the 
Secretary may declare above his simeture attached hereto, and shall con- 
tinue in force until the last day of the month following the aforesaid 
effective date, and thereafter from month to month, except that: 


(a) The Secretary may (and shall upon the written recuest of either 
Contracting Producers controlling 75 of the volume of Fluid Regulated ilk, 
or 50. of the Contracting Distributors, or Contracting Distributors handling 
75% of the volume of Fluid Reeulated : ilk, but in no case less than ten 
Contracting Distributors) by notices in writing deposited in the registered 
mail on or before the 20th day of any month and addressed to the associations 
of producers sirenatory to this acreerent end to Contracting Distributors at 
their respectiveaddresses on file with the Secretary, terminate this agree- 
ment as of the enc of such month. 


(bo) The Secretary may for good cause shown, as of the end of the 
month, terminate this agreement as to any Contracting Producer or any Con- 
tracting Distributor by notice in writing deposited on or before the 20th 
of said month in the registered mails and addressed to such party or parties. 


(c) This egreerent shall in any event terminate whenever the 
President or Congress shall terminate those provisions of the Act which 
wuthorize this agreement. 


15, The benefits, privileges end imrunities conferred by virtue of 
this agreement shall cease upon its termin:tion except with respect to acts 
prior thereto, and the benefits, wivileges «nu irmunities conferred by 
virtue of this agreement upon any party simmatory hereto shall cease upon 
its termination as to such party, except with respect to acts done prior 
thereto. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, each Contracting Producer and each Contracting 
Distributor has caused this agreement to be duly executed on his or its 
behalf end on behalf of any of its principals or menbers, and all companies 
from time to time controlled by it, and its and their successors and assigns, 
and the Secretary of agriculture of the United States has executed this 
agreement. 
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EXHIBIT A 


APFURTANANT isILK SHiDS 


1. Providence: all inspected farms of producers who are registered and 
licensed from time to time by the State of ihode Island for sale of milk 
in the Providence Specified Market, being located in the States of ‘hode 
Island, Connecticut, Massachusetts and Vermont. 


2. Newport: All inspected farms of producers Who are registcred and 
licensed from time to time by the City of Newport for salc of milk in the 
Newport Specified Warket, being located in the State of chode Island. 


3. Fall River: All farms of producers \hich have been inspected by 
Massachusetts and the City of Fall River for sale of milk in the Fall 
River Specified Market, being located in the States of Nassachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 


4. New Bedford: All farms of producers which have been inspected by 
Massachusetts and the City of New Bedford for sule of milk in the New 
Bedford specified }arket, being located in the State of Massachusetts.
